Six of City’s Eight 
Aldermen To Act on 
Issue After Election 


A pledge that the problem of 
tavern control in Madison will 
be solved by city council action 
after the city elects a mayor 
in the July 28 special election 
came today from six of the 
eight aldermen now serving on 
the council. 

The group promised that de- 
cisions concerning such vital 
points as tavern closing hours 
and a limit on the number of 
taverns for which licenses would 
be issued will be made not by 
the aldermen and city officials 
alone, but also by a “Citizens 
Committee” appointed to work 
out the problem with the city 
council. 

Richard Kismer, Second Ward 
alderman who acted as spokes- 
man for the council members, 
told the Press-Record the group 
is aware that tavern control 
problems, particularly a re- 
vision of Madison tavern clos- 
ing hours from the present 4 
a.m. closing to 1 a. are cer- 
tain to be a major issue in the 
campaign for election of a 
mayor. 

A change in the tavern clos- 
ing hours had been proposed in 
council caucus 
late Mayor 
prior to his death in mid-Feb- 
Tuary, which created the vacant 
mayor’s seat which the special 
election will fill, but were ta- 
bled because the mayor could 
not obtain unanimous council 
approval. 

Kozielek Discussed Hours 

Acting Mayor Ray Kozielek, 
who was appointed by the coun- 
cil to serve as mayor until the 
election also has discussed tav- 
ern closing hours on several oc- 
casions, but never has brought 
the matter to a vote of the coun- 
cil. Kozielek is a candidate for 
mayor. He is opposed by Mike 
Sasyk, president of the Board 
of Police and Fire Commission- 
ers and a close associate of the 
late Mayor Maeras. 

The six aldermen pledging ac- 
tion on all current tavern issues 
said such matters should be 
settled after the election to 
avoid using tavern operations 
as a political football. 

In addition to Kismer, the al- 
ermen signing the statement 
promising a later solution of 
tavern problems included Don- 
ald Broyles of the Second Ward, 
Stanley Krakowiecki of the 
Third Ward, Robert D. Reeves 
of the First Ward, and John 
Haynes and Booker Walton, 
both of the Fifth Ward. 

Aldermen now serving on the 
council whose signatures were 
not on the statement are Christ 
Costoff of the Fourth Ward, and 
Mike Sikora, also of the Fourth 
Ward. 

Text of Statement

bers said:

Teamsters Vote to 
Continue Area Strike 


More than 9000 striking mem- 
bers of Teamsters Local 600 at 
St. Louis voted by a slim ma- 
jority yesterday afternoon to 
continue their walkout over 
their dissatisfaction with terms 
of a new national contract. 

The vote to continue the strike 
was 1969 to 1794 and was taken 
after about 1000 teamsters had 
left the meeting hall due to a 
six-hour reading in full of all 
terms of the national contract. 

The teamsters strike has re‘ 
sulted in unemployment of an 
estimated 50,000 persons in fac- 
tories and businesses unable to 
make shipments or obtain sup- 
plies.

At that time, the council will 
have to decide whether it pays 
Dutko or Zabotka a_ half 
month's pay of $400 as chief, 
and which of them is to be paid 
the captain’s pay of $375 for a 
half month. 

Kozielek said he anticipates 
some diffculty over approval of 
the pay checks as he intends 
they be drawn. 


Expects Council Rejetcion 

“I ‘assume they (the major= 
ity of the council) will refuse 
to approve the warrants,” the 
mayor said. 

“In that case, I suppose I 
would be forced to hold up ap- 
proval of all warrants,” he 
added. 

The council will face the 
same problem in approving the 
full-month payroll for other of- 
ficials involved in the) appoint- 
ment wrangle. With exception 
of the police department, all 
of the other officials involved 
are paid on a full-month’s basis 
at the end of the month. 

In his other appointee revi- 
sions, Kozielek named Joe Kula 
‘as building inspector to replace 
Pete Skundrich, and appointed 
Stanley Gasho as a member of 
the police and fire board to re- 
place Hilbert Hoekstra. 

Gitchoff and Vasileff have 
advised all of the “replaced” 
officials not to give up their 
posts until a legal determina- 
tion is made. Vasileff said the 
initiative in this would have to 
come from the newly appointed 
officials to prove their legal 
right \to the positions involved.

Tt was learned, however, that 
Abel struck - Bellcoff while 
Kozielek was between the two 
men trying to separate’ them 
from a’ scuffle that apparently 
started, according to Kozielek, 
when Bellcoff made “some re- 
marks” to Abel while Bellcoff 
and Abel were checking the 
city council minutes book in 
the comptroller’s office. 

Sasyk Outside 

Nearby, just outside the of- 
fice was Mike Sasyk, president 
of the Madison board of police 
and fire commissioners and a 
candidate for mayor of Madi- 
son in the special July 28 
mayoralty election, who had 
been conferring with  Kozielek 
in the mayor's office when 
Abel appeared at the city hall 
about 3 p.m. Friday. Sasyk and 
Kozielek are opposing one an- 
other in the mayor's race in a 
campaign that already. has 
split the once. strongly-knit 
Madison City Organization into 
two warring factions, 

Abel, coincidentally, also is a 
candidate for the mayor's seat 
left vacant in mid-February by 
the sudden death of Mayor Ste- 
phen A, Maeras, He announced 
that he is entering the race 
about a half an hour before he 
made his visit to the city hall. 

Kozielek ‘said Abel was ex- 
tremely angered over loss of 
his partnership in operation of 
Mal landfill about a year ago 
and continued operation of the 
landfill’ under a lease which 
Abel claims was granted to 
him by the city of Madison and 
never officially transferred to 
the present landfill operators, 
Melvin Pashea and Kenneth 
Hartbarger. Abel, the mayor 
said, demanded that he be per- 
mitted to examine city council 
minutes to determine whether 
or, not such a lease transfer 
had ever been brought to the 
attention of council members.

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Venice City Costs Up 7.6% in Last Year Study Group 


The city of Venice spent a 
total of $493,358 out of all mu- 
nicipal operating accounts dur- 
ing the 1969-70 fiscal year 
which ended Thursday, City 
comptroller Carl Byrnes re- 
vorted to a special meeting of 
he Venice city council Thurs- 
day night. 

Expenditures ‘for the past 
year, his report showed, were 
$35,685, or 7.6% greater than 
the $457,673 disbursed for oper- 
ating purposes in all funds dur- 
ing the previous 1968-69 fiscal 
year. 

Of the total expenditures for 
the year just ended, $425,296 
was paid out of general fund 
accounts, Byrnes said. The bal- 
ance was paid out of special 
accounts including the police 
pension fund, library fund and 
municipal retirement fund: 

The expenditures were made 
against total appropriations of 
$533,004, leaving an overall ap- 
propriation balance of $39,645 
as the city began its new year 
on Friday. 

Actually, the city had an 
overall budget and appropria- 
tion of $953,004 at the beginning 
of the 1969-70 fiscal year, but 
$420,000 of the amount was a 
separate item providing ex- 
penditures for the Broadway 
underpass project had the work 
advanced to the point that the 
city was required to let con- 
tracts for its share of the proj- 
ect. 

Unexpended Items 

The $420,000 has been appro- 
priated from year to year for 
the last three years, but since 
there have been no expendi- 
tures against it, the appropria- 
tion was not an integral part 
of the city’s operating budget. 

Byrnes’ report showed minor 
deficits in ten operating ac- 
count appropriations, totaling 
$29,297. The council adopted a 
resolution transferring appropri- 
ation balances from other ac- 
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counts to cover these so that 
all acccunts would be cleared 
for the beginning of the new 
fiscal year, 

Thursday night’s special ses- 
sion was held on the last day 
of the fiscal year in order to 
approve fund’ reports, treasury 
reports and departmental re- 
ports in a windup of all year- 
end business, Mayor John E. 
Lee said. Most of the business 
Thursday night was of a finan- 
cial nature. 

The Venice . police depart- 
ment spent a total of $124,696 
for salaries and $18,863 for sup- 
plies and equipment during the 
fiscal year just ended, exceed- 
ing appropriations by $1217 in 
the salary account arid by $4413 
in the supply account, Bymes 
reported. 

Supply Costs High . 

The street and alley depart- 
ment had total salary costs of 
$43,131 and supply costs of. 
$27,670, the report said. The 
salary disbursements were well 
under the street department's 
appropriation of $71,289, leav- 
ing a balance of $28,323, but 
the supply expenses were made 
against an appropriation of 
$13,323, but the supply expenses 
were made against an appro- 
priation of $13,250 and resulted 
in a $13,708 appropriation defi- 
cit. 

An appropriation deficit of 
$2689 was incurred in the sew- 
er fund in supply expenditures 
of $4189 against an appropria- 
tion of $1500. 

In the garbage collection ac- 
count, a deficit of $2303 de- 
veloped through supply’ costs 
of $6803 against an appropria- 
tion of $4500. Salaries for gar- 
bage collections amounted to 
$47,144, The appropriation for 
that purpose was $47,800, leav- 
ing a balance of $655. 

A deficit of $178 was reported 
in the $6000 appropriation for 
the city’s summer youth pro- 
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gram. Expenditures totaled 
$6178. 

Deficits of $92 in the salary 
account and $1406 in the supply 
account appropriations of the 
sanitary and health department 
resulted from salary costs of 
$5912 against an appropriation 
of $5820, and supply costs of 
$2776 against an appropriation 


of $1370. 


ce Payments 

Insurance costs totaled $17,776, 
or $1013 in excess of the $16,763 
appropriation, and municipal 
retirement fund payments of 
$59,356 were $2272 in excess of 
the appropriation. 

Fire department salaries for 
the year amounted to $37,930

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Being Planned 
For Pre-Schoolers 


‘The first meeting of persons 
interested in forming a Montes- 
sori Study Group was held re- 
cently in. the home of Prof. 
Emmet Beetner in Edwards- 
ville to learn the apprpach and 
methods of Montessori for child 
education ‘with the hopes of 
eventually’ forming a non-profit 
Montessori pre-school in the 
Edwardsville area. 

This ‘system of education, is 
both a philosophy of child 
growth and a rationale for guid- 
ing such growth, it was ex- 
plained. It is based on the 
child’s developmental needs for: 
freedom within limits, and a 
carefully prepared  environ- 
ment which guarantees expo- 
sure to materials and| experi- 
ence through which to develop 
intelligence as well as physical - 
and psychological abilities. 

The Montessori method oper- 
ates mainly on four principals: 
children are to be respected as 
different from adults and that, 
as individuals, they differ from 
each other; the most important 
years of growth are the first six 
years of life; the child has a 
deep love and need for pur- 
poseful work, and he possesses 
unusual sensitivity and mental 
power for absorbing and learn- 
from his environment. 

Observers of the Montessori 
method believe children develop 
self - discipline, self - knowledge 
and independence, as well as 
enthusiasm for learning and or- 
ganized approach to problem 
solving and academic skills. 
Children are free’ to move about 
the classroom at will, to talk to 
other children, work with any 
equipment whose purpose he 
understands, or to ask the 
teacher to introduce new mate- 
rial to him. He is not free to 
disturb other children at work 
or to abuse the equipment that 
issued in his development. 

This specific type of educa- 
tion began with Dr. Maria 
Montessori, the first woman to. 
graduate from the University 
of Rome Medical School, Her 
medical. background led .Mon- 
tessori to approach education 
not as a philosopher or educa- 
tor in the usual sense, but as a 
scientist. She considered the 
classroom as a laboratory for 
observing children, and testing 
and re-testing for the validity 
of ideas and practices for aid- 
ing them in their growth. She 
died in 1952. 

Enrollment in the school is 
for children from age 214 to 
four years old.

VA Says Outlook Brighter 


For Veteran 


The Veterans Administration 
today reported a brighter’ out- 
look in the immediate months 
ahead in its role as guarantor 
of home loans for veterans. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson said 
housing starts under the VA 
program in February climbed 
to 58,000—the highest annual 
rate in the past 13 months. This 
seasonally adjusted figure was 
seven per cent above January, 
and 12% above February a 
year ago. 

Johnson said nearly 12,000 
applications for GI loans were 
received in February, almost 
90% of them from post-Korean 
veterans. 

He explained that housing 
demands of this group of vet- 
erans contributed to the favor- 
able outlook, and was foreseen 
by loan guaranty officials in 
VA's budget and appropria-

Gifted Students to Attend 
Summer Instruction in GC 


Selected students of the 
Granite City school district will 
participate this summer in ‘‘en- 
richment” courses offered at 
Prather junior high school for 
fourth through sixth graders 
and at Coolidge junior high for 
seventh through ninth graders. 

Discussing the Prather pro- 
gram for academically superi- 
or Granite City students who 
are completing the fourth, fifth 
and sixth grades, Mrs. Sally 
Sowell, director of the district's 
gifted program, describes the 
instruction as consisting of 
“special courses designed to 
enrich the education of stu- 
dents recommended by their 
teachers as showing ability to 
benefit from them.” 

Plan Study Method 

“The areas of study differ 
from. the curriculum taught 
during the school year,” she 
explains. “Students are able to 
choose what they wish to study, 
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and in most classes, plan: to- 
gether the method of study. 

“A qjose relationship between 
student and teacher exists due 
to the lower student-teacher ra- 
tio and the freedom of curricu- 
Jum content. 

“The classes are desigeed as 
enrichment classes; that is, 
they will allow the student to 
delve into subjects of particu- 
lar interest to him or to work 
in areas he has not had the op- 
portunity to study during the 
school year. 

‘Typing, Speed Reading 

“Several new classes have 
been added this summer—typ- 
ing, tool usage and engine re- 
pair, speed reading and junior 
Muny Opera. 

Also scheduled are computer 
language, creative dramatics, 
experimental science, imagina- 
tive writing, nature study, nov- 
els in paperback, oceanogra- 
phy, pre-historic times, use of 
the library, Russian, beginning 
and intermediate Spanish and 
German, arts and crafts, folk 
guitar, industrial arts for ‘boys 
and girls, and beginning and 
intermediate band. 

The instruction at Prather, 
2500 West 25th. street, will be 
given on weekdays from 9 a.m. 
to noon, June 15 through July 
31. 

Book, ‘Supply Fee 

Prather was chosen because 
of its facilities for science and 
dramatics and the school li- 
brary. The book rental and 
supply fee will be $2.50. 

Mrs. Sowell is ubging parents 
of recommended pupils to ‘“‘dis- 
cuss it with your child and ex- 
plain the merits of the program 
before reaching a cooperative 
decision.” Each _ participant 
must enroll in two 80-minute 
classes.

Links Wounded 
With Families 


Since Clara Barton first set 
foot on the battlefields in 1881, 
a red cross has been the sym- 
bol of the American Red Cross. 
However, a new, more modern 
symbol is becoming associated 
with the organization. It’s a 
telephone — a white one. 

It has become a morale 
booster for patients returning 
from Vietnam. It is this white 
phone which links patients with 
their wives or parents—in most 
cases for the first time since 
leaving for Viemam. 

There’s an added booster. 
The calls are ‘free. The Red 
Cross pays the bill, and what a 
bill it is! Last year, the total 
at Scott Air Force Base was 
about $8800 for the 8180 calls 
made. 

Red Cross volunteers are 
scheduled to work about three 
or four hours one day a week. 
There are evening as well as 
day workers to handle calls go- 
ing anywhere in the United 
States. 

As soon as patients 
bedded down, volunteers begin 
making calls. Not long after- 
ward, an excited “Hi Mom! 
What ya been doin!?” or a 
softer “Hello, Dear” can be 
heard.

Griffith Urges 7-Day 
Period on Sentencing 


In a letter to Third Judicial 
Circuit judges, State's -Attorney 
R. W. Griffith jr has recom- 
mended that persons found guil- 
ty of crimes in trials be sen- 
tenced within seven working 
days after the trial ends. 

This would speed disposition 
of cases and reduce the length 
of stay by criminals in the Mad- 
ison county jail, also decreas- 
ing the number of jail prisoners 
at a given time, Griffin said. At 
present, sentencing is delayed 
30 days for filing of post-trial 
motions by defense attorneys.

Asparagus, Rhubarb Growing 

Asparagus spears are pushing 
through the ground and harvest 
time is near. 

Spears are ready for harvest 
when they are 6 to 8 inches 
long. They can be cut off at 
the base with a knife, or they 
can be snapped off by hand. 
All of the snapped spear is edi- 
ble, and there is no effect on 
the plant from this method of 
harvesting. 

You can harvest - established 

plantings for 6 to 8 weeks. New 
plantings should not be picked 
until the third year. 
For best early spring yields, 
you should have fertilized your 
asparagus planting before this. 
However, some results could 
still be obtained from an appli- 
cation of 1 to 2 pounds per 100 
square feet of a garden fertiliz- 
er. Repeat after harvest is com- 
pleted. 

About the only pest in grow- 
ing asparagus is the asparagus 
beetle. If it chews on your 
plants, apply carbaryl (sevin) 
as néeded to bring it under con- 
trol. > 

Rhubarb is also about ready 
for harvesting. Do not pick from 
one-year old plants, and be very 
conservative in harvesting from 
two-year old plants. Older 
plants can be picked for 8 to 
10 weeks. 

Harvesting for home use 
should ‘serve to thin out the 
stalks and leaves. Remove the 
stalk by grasping it near the 
base and pulling slightly to one 
side. It is not necessary to cut 
it from the plant. 

The fertilizer program should 
be the same as for asparagus. 
Next year’s yield is dependént 
upon the growth the plant 
makes this year. Keep the seed 
stalks cut out. 

Rhubarb should be planted in 
a well-drained soil. It can also 
be planted on a ridge. This is 
the best protection. from crown 
rot, the major problem pest of 
this crop. 

Sweet Corn for the Home 

It is possible to have a con- 
stant supply of sweet corn from 
your garden throughout the 
summer, You can adjust the 
varieties and planting ‘dates to 
extend this season to the ,ut- 
most. 

The first planting should be 
made now. It should include an 
early (67 to 72 days to matur- 
ity) variety and a main-crop 
(78 to 83 days to maturity). 
The remainder of the plantings 
should be of a main-crop vari- 
ety because of better quality 
and adaptibility. 

Harvest of high quality corn 
should extend for five or more 
days from each planting. By 
making a new planting every 
7 to 10 days, excellent eating is 
assured most of the summer. 
Planting by the calendar may 
cause some overlapping in ma- 
turity due to unusual weather 
conditions. This can be«avoided 
by using the planting schedule 
printed in the University of Illi- 
nois Garden Guide available 
from your County Extension 
~Adviser. 





There are many varieties of

sweet corn and many ‘gardeners 
have their own preferred vari- 
ety. However, if you are unde- 
cided about which to plant, try 
Golden Beauty, Spring Gold, or 
Barbeque for the early corn 
Main-crop selections could in- 
clude Gold Cup, Golden Cross 
Bantam, Seneca Chief, Tender- 
most, Victory Golden, Country 
Gentlemen and Illinois 13. 

Sweet corn requires plenty of 
nitrogen for maximum growth. 
High levels of phosphorus and 
potash will also aid in its 
growth. Follow a good fertilizer 
program for best results. 

Two or more rows should be 
planted side by side to insure 
good pollination and ear devel-, 
opment. Cross-pollination be- 
tween sweet corn varieties is 
not damaging, but popcorn and 
sweet corn do not mix well. 

Keep the weeds under control 
by cultivation, hoeing or herbi- 
cides. The other requirement 
for good sweet corn growing is 
insect control. Be prepared. to 
treat for flea beetles when the 
corn comes up and for the ear- 
worm once the silks begin to 
show. 

‘And finally, it is not neces- 
sary to remove the side shoots 
or “suckers” on sweet corn, 
there is nothing to be gained 
from this practice except exer- 
cise. 

Many gardeners get off to a 
fast start by using. transplants 
of tomatoes, peppers, cabbage 
and eggplant. Many others are 
also planted in. this way. 

Successful transplanting de- 
pends on the condition of the 
plant and the methods and care 
used in setting the plants. 

Handle the plants with care, 
About an hour before  trans- 
planting, thoroughly water the 
plants and soil in the contain- 
ers. Roots of plants in flats 
should be “blocked out” with a 
knife to get as much soil as 
possible with each root. Keep 
the roots moist whenever they 
are out of the soil. 

Plant on a cloudy day or in 
the evening. This will give the 
plants time to adjust before the 
hot sun dries them out: 

Dig a hdle large enough to set 
the transplant slightly deeper 
than it was in the container or 
seedbed. Cover the roots with 
soil, firming it tightly around 
the plant. Use a starter solu- 
tion to provide water and mu- 
trients. 

Starter solutions are mixtures 
of fertilizer and water. The fer- 
tilizer that is used is all solu- 
ble and should be high in phos- 
phorus. A usual anatysis is 10- 
52-17, but other high phosphorus 
fertilizers available. at garden 
centers are satisfactory. 

Mix about two tablespoons of 
water-soluble fertilizer in a gal- 
lon of water. Use one cup of 
this solution for each transplant. 

Protect the plants, if neces- 
sary, from heat, wind or cold. 
Plant protectors such. as_hot 
caps will help limit frost injury. 
Baskets, boxes or jars will also 
do the job. In hot weather, 
shade protectors of baskets, 
boards or netting may be need- 
ed.

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Gateway Council 
Seeks to Become 
Census Depository 


The board of directors of the 
East-West Gateway Coordi- 
Mating Council approved the 
recommendation from the ex- 
ecutive advisory committee 
that the Gateway Council ask 
for official designation as a 
Census Depository. 

The Gateway Council has 
been an active participant in 
activities leading to the 1970 
Census enumeration. The staff 
of the Gateway Council has 
been meeting with various 
member jurisdictions regarding 
future use of Census materials, 
and presented their recommen: 
dations to the Board. 

Under this program; the 
Gateway's role would be to se- 
ure metropolitan Census data 
from the two states as it be- 
comes available. Having this 
Census Data would enable the 
Gateway to process requests 
for specific types of informa- 
tion from jurisdictions in this 
rea or from private sources. 
‘The Gateway Council would 
then be able to receive re 
quests for information and 
broker the best method of se- 
curing programs necessary to 
obtain particular information. 

The board noted that this 
would provide the most eco- 
nomical method for govern- 
Ment and non-government users 
in this area to secure what- 
ever information is available 
from the Census. 

It would also minimize poten- 
tial duplication of effort, and 
enable the Gateway to spread 
the costs of whatever program- 
ming is necessary to obtain 
specific types of information. 


Engineers to Proceed 
On Rapid Transit Plan 


The board of commissioners 
of the Bi-State Development 
‘Agency has decided to instruct 
Consulting engineers to proceed 
with planning and development 
of a rail-like, grade-separated 
rapid transit system for the 
metropolitan area. The pro- 
posed system would be comple- 
mented b ya complete feeder 
bus system. 

The decision of the board will 
enable the consortium of engi- 
neers to proceed with develop- 
ment of the long-range system, 
including a phased program for 
its implementation. f 

‘A technical report covering 
this facet of the study will be 
presented .to Bi-State in June. 
Thereafter, the contractors will 
proceed with refinement of the 
initial project, and a final re- 
port on the entire system 
which should be available by 
the’ spring of 1971. 

In other action, the boand 
has heard a report on constriic- 
tion progress at Bi-State Parks 
‘Airport in Cahokia. Under con- 
struction is a new 5500-foot run- 
way that will be capable of 
being lengthened to 7000 feet. 
Soon to be constructed are 30 
“T” hangars. 

Construction currently, under- 
‘way and soon to be started will 
amount to $1,063,000. Also, jet 
fuel facilities are being in- 
stalled at the airport. All the 
new. airport facilities are sched- 
uled to be operational by late 
summer. 

The commissioners have ex- 
pressed support for the action 
of Gov, Ogilvie of Illinois in his 
commitment to assist in devel- 
opment of a second air carrier 
airport for the St, Louis area. 
They indicated that Bi-State 
would have welcomed a more 
active role, but said they will 
cooperate in every way possi- 
ble to make the project a 
success.

Area's Traffic Accident 


Rate Averages 7 per Day 


While the area’s traffic acci- 
dent and injury rates are down 
for the first four months of the 
year, the fatality rate continues 
above the 1969 total, despite the 
fact there were no traffic deaths 
in the Quad-Cities during April. 

Last month’s traffic statistics 
show 20] accidents with 111 in- 
juries and no deaths, compared 
to the March totals of 197 acci- 
dents, 74 injuries and three 
deaths. 

Four-month totals this year 
list 881 traffic crashes resulting 
in 398 injuries and nine deaths, 
compared to four-month totals 
in 1969 of 884 accidents, 431 in- 
juries and six deaths. 

Statistics show for April an 
average of 6.7 traffic accidents 
a day in the area, with per- 
sonal injuries averaging 3.7 
each ‘day. For the four-month 
period of 1970, the averages 
are—7.3 accidents and 3.3 in- 
juries each day. There was a 
traffic death every 13 days dur- 
ing the first four months of 
the year. 


A breakdown of the accident 
statistics for each month this 
year follows, list the number of 


accidents, injuries and deaths 
in that order: 

January—262, 109 and one; 
February — 221, 94, and 5; 
March—197, 74 and 3, and April

Our Ethnic Background—A Hidden Resource 


Illinois is fortunate in having a great variety. of ethnic 
groups—and we are richer, not poorer, for that variety. In a 
‘very real sense, Illinois represents the nation in that regard. 

Thad a chance at a recent meeting to speak to representa~ 


tives of some of the foreign-language press in the Chicago 
area. 


Each ethnic group within the nation faces certain special 
problems. But one problem that many groups find is a 
reluctance on the part of second and third generation Ameri- 
cans to identify in any respect with the culture of their 
ancestors. 

Let’s take a practical example. 


Let's call him Tony Napoli. His parents came to the United 
States before he was born. They are now American citizens 
‘but speak English with a heavy accent. 


‘Tony is now 82 years old, has a wife and two children and 
@ good job, He has moved away from the old Italian neigh- 
borhood in Chicago to a suburb where he is buying his home, 
He is understandably pleased with the progress he has made 
‘and his parents are proud of him, 

‘When his.parents visit him in the suburbs he is a little 
embarassed by their Italian accent, Tony is an American, 
and proud of it—and would like to forget his Italian heritage, 
to become more a part of the typical American community 
than his parents could. 

He subscribes to no Italian language newspaper and never 
speaks Italian around his wife or children; he belongs to no 
organizations which help to preserve that Italian hertiage. 


His attitude is understandable. 


But are the state and nation richer or poorer because he 
wants to forget? 

My answer is that we are infinitely poorer. If he can 
enrich this nation by helping the rest of us to understand 
the Italian heritage and contribution more, all of us are 
richer for that contribution. 

And obviously what is said of Tony can be said of the 
Poles, Mexicans, Puerto Ricans, Danes, Lithuanians, Jew, 
Afro-Americans and every other group who regardless of 
national background have a special contribution to make. 


Somehow we ought to be doing more to preserve some of 
the heritage that has gone into this American melting pot. 

Highland, Illinois is a community founded by the Swiss. 
I'd like to see a great Swiss-oriented annual community 
festival that could’attract citizens there from all over the 
state and nation, and year-round activities which acknowl- 
edge their unusual heritage. 


In East St. Louis the famous American dance pioneer, 
Miss Katherine Dunham, has collected items for a start on a 
museum which tells us something of our African heritage. 
That museum needs encouragement. 


What we can do to encourage cultural ties and an aware- 
ness of our rich heritage is something that should concern 
all of us in our reflective moments. 


If any of you have any ideas, I'd like to hear from you.

New War Phase Bringing the Controversy 
To a Decisive Point in U. S., Indochina 


No less an authority than President Tru- 
man noted that the office required an occupant 
willing to climb out on a limb someone was 
trying to saw off. Asserting that “the buck stops 
here,” the man who sent American troops into 
battle in Korea advised office-seekers, “If you 
can't stand the heat, stay out of the kitchen." 

The comparison comes to mind in consid- 
ering the difficult choices confronting Presi- 
dent Nixon regarding the U. S. role in Indo- 
China—Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos and ‘Thai- 
land. The, outlook is potentially more discour- 
aging than two decades ago for three reasons: 

1. Legislators generally saw the 1950 
issue in positive terms—containing Communist 
aggression to avoid enslavement of free people, 
and preventing the strategic dilemma of seeing 
America gradually isolated as a lone bastion of 
freedom in a world ruled by a murderous totali- 
tarian system. 

In 1970, a frighteningly large and growing 
number of U. S. senators see no Red threat and 
want the U. S. to disarm while others retain 
their military forces and weapons. Many sen- 
ators want America to scrap not only its offen- 
sive hardware but also its defensive capability, 

Korea involved an understandable, 
definable controversy. Opposing armies fought 
over real estate, and the eventual truce placed 
the two, North and South, on-opposite sides of 
the agreed-upon boundary line. 

In Vietnam, the war. inherited by the 
present U. S. administration was over alle- 
giance of the population in the South; a hill 
might be evacuated immediately after scores of 
soldiers had died to win it. The enemy- was 
given relatively privileged sanctuary in the 
North and in countries adjacent to Vietnam. 
Emphasis was placed on inflicting casualties on 
the, North through fighting in the South, in the 
hope that this might prompt te Communists to 
halt their aggression. 

There was limited public disagreement 
with U, S. policies in the early 1950s but the 
Reds did not base their tactics primarily on per- 
suading U. S. citizens to criticize and demon- 
strate against their government and the compan- 
ies helping to supply American troops. 

Today, public opinion is the battlefield. In 
recent weeks, the enemy is believed to have 
been trying to provoke enough fighting to assure 
that U. S. battle deaths top 100 each week. 
The reasoning in Hanoi is said to be that, if 
weekly fatalities regularly exceed 100, the 
American public will quickly lose its patience 


and démand immediate withdrawal of our men 
without regard to the consequences. . 

Now that American fighting. men’ have 
moved into Cambodia—to bolster that nation 
against an invasion by North Vietnam, and to 
eliminate bases which were being used against 
our units in South Vietnam—the'’ 
fire’ and the stemperature is. rising 
“kitchen” cited by President Truman. 

Opponents will argue that the U. 5S. has 
nothing to gain and many lives to lose by re- 
maining in Indochina. Supporters will contend 
that we must “‘stand up and be counted” some- 
where or eventually find ourselves making 
a stand on the California coast, or maybe the 
banks of :the Mississippi. 

Our servicemen and national leaders are 
going to be enrning their salaries during what 
may prove to be a decisive year, when we either 
risked much to gain a; worthwhile achievement, 
as the President seca it, or gambled recklessly, 
as Senate ‘‘doven'’ view it. Every person, every 
family, here and elsewhere in the world, has 
much at stake.

Shades of the Granite City council) meet- 
ings! The Madison city aldermanic session last 
week included a clash between the mayor and 
council majority, disputed appointments and the 
device of naming appointees to serve for a 
30-day period without council consent. 

It was a development not seen in Madison 
for many decades. Differences of opiniqn had 
occurred behind the scenes from time to time, 
but the public municipal deliberations tradi- 
tionally were calm, serene and consistently 
undramatic. 

The close-of-the-fiscal-year meeting last 
week brought out an open split in the ranks, 
related directly to the special mayor election 
in July. Between now and then, there may be 
continuing fireworks between the acting mayor 
and his adherents, on the one hand, and backers 
of the mayor candidate endorsed by the execu- 
tive board of the Madison city political organi- 
zation. 

Spectators at the meeting included Madi- 
son high school students preparing to observe 
“Student Government Day” with a mock coun- 
cil session. That they learned fast was shown by 
their subsequent vote to have their student 
“mayor'’ pay a hypothetical bill from his own 
pockets rather than from their simulated tax 
accounts. 

Although what the teenagers witnessed was 
unexpected, it certainly qualified as educa- 
tional. They saw life as it really was, not a text- 
book description of a polite parliamentary dis- 
cussion. 2 

There are lamentable drawbacks to such 
wrangling; for example, it would be unfortunate 
if progress in developing the Stephen Maeras 
Industrial Park had to mark time, or if city de- 
partments became inefficient due to policy con- 
fusion. 

It also would be a shame for the election 
tobe decided on issues other than who can pro- 
vide the best leadership for sound and effective 
governmental services in the early 1970s. 

But there was something mighty healthy 
and wholesome about the 5-3 council vote on a 
bid call, after so many years of unanimity. 

Jt was even good to hear voices raised in 
anger, although there could be diminishing 
returns if this became the pattern. At least the 
participants showed they were real people, not 
the cardboard cutouts they had resembled on 
some occasions. 

Democracy is alive and well in Madison. 
Long may it reign. 


State Superintendent Cites Plan for Big Expansion of Classroom Space

With weathéf getting warm 
and the beginning of summer 
only a few weeks away, stu- 
dents’ thoughts are turning to 
the coming summer vacation. 

However, in one school dis- 
trict, students instead are look- 
ing forward to a new year-round 
school schedule with a chance 
to relax and make a fresh start 
in school by enjoying a 15-day 
vacation each spring, summer, 
fall and winter. 

One of the most exciting 
changes in the educational pat- 
tern will occur in Illinois this 
June at Valley View District 96 
in Romeoville, 

Using the basic concept of 
operating school facilities on a 
year-round basis, District 96 will 
start a year-round student 
schedule that offers success 
where previous plans have 
failed. 

In 1952-53, six one-room school 
districts were combined to 
make one of the largest ele- 
mentary school districts in the 
state, covering 415 square 
miles. In 1953, there were 200 
homes, mostly farms, in the 
Valley View school district pro- 
viding 89 pupils. 

In 1969, following the subdi- 
viding of much of the farmland, 
there were 5000 homes in the 
district with 5400 students at- 
tending six elementary schools. 

Estimates are that by 1979 
there will be over 22,000 pupils 
in the school district due to the 
tremendous amount of new 
‘homes being built in the area. 
The area is southwest of Chi- 
cago near Joliet, and easily ac-. 


cessible from Interstate 55 and 
by commuter railroads, 

The school district faced the 
problem of all buildings being 
utilized, bonding power gone, 
and state law requiring kinder- 
garten by September 1970. 

The district did not want 60 
to 70 students in each class- 
room, nor did double sessions 
seem to be the solution, keeping 
the best interest of the pupils in 
mind. 

The school district decided on 
a year-round schedule called 
the 45-15 plan. The schedule 
will break the school year into 
four 45-school-day learning ses- 
sions, each followed by a 15- 
school-day pupil vacation, or 
about nine weeks of school fol- 
lowed by three weeks of vaca- 
tion. 

The scheduling will, therefore, 
allow more frequent intervals 
whereby the slow learner can 
catch up with the class, 

Instead of three long summer 
‘months of vacation without any 
constructive development pro- 
grams, the pupils will have a 
chance to relax and make a 
fresh start each spring, sum- 
mer, fall and winter. 

In‘ addition to the four 
three-week vacations, all 
presently established _holi- 
days will be observed, The 
schedule includes a week 
vacation at Christmas and a 
week at Easter for every- 
one, teachers and students. 

Under this plan, parents 
can plan vaeations for the 
south in the winter, in the 
north during the summer 
and, perhaps, sightseeing 


trips in the spring and fall 

as well. 

The 45-15 plan was a neces- 
sity in order to find more class- 
room space in an overcrowded 
district that had reached the 
limit of its bonding power for 
the construction of new schools. 

Under the plan, only three- 
fourths of the students will at- 
tend school at any one time 
while the other one-fourth, is on 
vacation. Classroom space is 
increased by one-third, or 33%, 
without additional construction, 

The overhead cost of admin- 
istration continues to be approx- 
imately the same whether the 
school is open or closed during 
the summer. Fixed charges 
such as insurance, interest and 
capital outlay costs remain 
fairly constant, as well. 

The year-round plan may 
increase teacher salaries by 
putting them on a yearly 
salary rather than earning 
an income for approximate- 
ly 180 days per year. They 
will no longer be part-time 
teachers looking for part- 
time work in the summer, 

Fewer desks, textbooks, 
audio-visual items, library 
books and other educational 
equipment will be needed to 
serve a larger number. of 
students. 

The scheduling system was 
designed “to provide District 96 
pupils with quality education, 
full school days and 180 class 
days per year. The 45-15 sched- 
ale will not increase the num- 
ber of class days of instruction. 

Computers are used to sched- 
ule the over 5000 students who 


: pupils are placed 


in District 96. The 
in four 
groups, three in school and one 
on vacation at all times, 

All children in the same fam- 
ily are placed on the same at- 
tendance schedule, even though 
the children may be at differ- 
ent grade levels or at different 
buildings. Also, children in the 
same general neighborhood are 
arranged in the same cycle. 
This also reduces the geogra- 
phical area covered by the 
school buses. 

Members of the school board. 
deserve praise. Meeting the 
needs of an ever-increasing 
number of boys and girls and 
adding new measures of qual- 
ity to the educational program, 
without increased costs for con- 
struction, has been an over- 
whelming problem to District 
96.

Valley View has accepted 
the challenge of change and 
has taken a businesslike ap-

* Q) Pm moving in a few 
weeks and my refund hasn't 
come, What should I do if 
it doesn’t come before I 
move? 

A) Give your postmaster 
your new address so the refund 
can be forwarded to you. This 
wilk assure your refund gets to 
you promptly. 

Thousands of refund checks 
are held up each year because 
taxpayers have moved without 
leaving forwarding addresses. 

When a check has been re- 
turned to IRS by the Post Of- 
fice, it is held until the tax- 
payer either writes IRS or files 
another return giving his new 
address. 

The refund is then sent to to 
the taxpayer or applied to any 
tax he may then owe. 

Q) If I buy a new tractor 
for my farm, can I still 
take the investment credit 
on it? 

A) No, the investment 
provision was generally 
pealed by the Tax Reform 
of 1969. It does not apply to 
most equipment acquired after 
April 18, 1969.

Illinois Public Aid allotments 
in Madison county during Feb- 
ruary amounted to $837,503 
which was distrubuted to 1,297 
categories of public aid, ac- 
cording to Harold 0.

Ottwein Cites 
SIU-SW, Opposes 
Higher Tuition 


State Senator Merrill Ottwein 
last week voiced opposition to 
proposed university tuition hikes 
and salary increase curbs. 

“Higher education _ benefits 
the individual scholar and his 
society,” he asserted. “The 
question is: If we allocate costs 
to the real benefici: how 
much should each pay? And 
what if the student can’t pay? 

“The public currently has the 
lion’s share of the costs. The 
governor's proposal would raise 
the students’ share only to 10% 
of actual overall costs. It-would 
still be 13%, below the average 
of our neighbors and Jess than 
all but one. The proposal is not 
without defense. 

“Tuition if raised would pro- 
duce an additional $17 million 
in. revenue. Extra scholarships 
would reduce this amount. 

“Another part of the pro- 
posal: If the student can’t pay, 
additional scholarships would be 
made available. Yet, even at 
this moment, over 40% of our 
college undergraduates are 
using some kind of scholarship 
or waiver. 

“Some are used to aid stu- 
dents needing financial aid, and 
others as incentives for pro- 
ducing needed skills. For ex- 
ample, waivers for teacher 
training are extensively used, 
even though we are on the 
werge of a surplus of teachers, 

Local Factors 

“At SIU-SW, we probably 
have the most unusual situation 
im the state in that we have 
more needy students in attend- 
ance than at any other school. 
Because of the proximity to 
home and moderate fees, thou- 
sands of our young people are 
getting an education who 
couldn’t in any other way. Per- 
haps of greater importance, our 
area desperately needs to have 
these thousands educated and 
contributing,” Ottwein said. 

“All in all, I’m inclined to op- 
pose the governor's recommen- 
dations and accept instead the 
Board of Higher Education's 
ideas for a step-by-step increase 
in tuition and a thorough over- 
haul of the scholarship system. 

“The tuition and scholarship. 
hikes otherwise proposed would 
augment the discrepancy ' be- 
tween those who pay and those 
who use scholarships, while not 
affecting overall costs to the 
state very much.

Trucker Strike, 
Scrap Costs Cut 
Laclede Revenue 


Laclede Steel Co. on Friday 
reported a net loss of $2,326,601 
for the first quarter of 1970. Net 
sales for the period reached 
$20,466,157. 

In the 1969 annual report to 
stockholders, President Paul B. 
Akin had predicted a loss for 
the first half of 1970. He had 


indicated that the pre-stressed 
merchant bar mill, recently put 
in operation at the Alton plant, 
had not yet reached the point of 


producing a quantity of new. 


products ‘to offset the seasonal 
lull in shipments of construction 
products in this period. 

Akin also cited the sudden up- 
surge of scrap prices as an im- 
portant factor having an ad- 
verse effect on earnings.

“As to salaries of college 
staff, as long as. productivity 
and efficiency are guarded, I 
would see competitive wages as 
a priority expenditure.
